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REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  COMMITTEE,  NEW 
GRAMMAR  SCHOOL  BUILDING. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting,  Monday,  March  28,  1898.  a  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  Messrs.  Charles  E.  Fish,  Henry  G.  Loomis, 
Charles  L.  H olden,  Charles  S.  Ruggles  and  Homer  C.  Strong,  was 
appointed  to  ik  investigate  the  needs  of  schoolhout>e  accommodations 
for  the  Depot  Village,  and  to  report  at  the  next  annual  meeting." 

No  appropriation  was  made  for  this  committee  to  secure  plans 
and  estimates.  However,  the  committee  at  its  own  expense  made  a 
thorough  investigation  of  the  whole  matter  and  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report  and  recommendations  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  Mon- 
day, April  3,  1899  :  — 

"  First,  we  find  the  present  building  totally  inadequate  to  accom- 
modate the  number  of  pupils  now  enrolled.  Present  enrollment  is 
293.  Largest  attendance  297,  or  forty  more  than  the  building  or 
teaching  force  c5n  properly  handle.  To  this  should  be  added  the 
increase  for  the  coming  year,  which  averages  about  eight  per  cent, 
making  about  320  pupils  to  be  provided  for. 

kk  Second,  we  find  that  very  extensive  repairs  must  be  made  to 
put  the  present  building  in  proper  condition  to  comply  with  the  State 
sanitary  and  ventilating  requirements.  This  with  the  additional 
rooms  required  would  entail  an  expense  that  the  condition  of  the 
building  does  not  warrant. 

kt  Your  committee  feels  it  would  be  a  gross  waste  of  the  town's 
money  to  attempt  to  make  the  changes  on  the  present  building,  for  at 
most  it  would  be  a  makeshift  of  a  very  few  years,  therefore,  it  would 
recommend  that  a  new  ten-room  building  of  brick  be  erected  on  the 
present  site  of  the  grammar  school,  eight  of  the  rooms  to  be  finished 
for  school  purposes,  two  to  be  left  as  an  assembly  hall  until  such  time 
as  needed  for  schoolroom  work.  It  further  recommends  that  a  sum 
not  exceeding  $30,000  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  said  building 
and  its  equipment." 

At  this  meeting  it  was  voted  to  continue  the  same  Building 
Committee,  and  that  it  procure  plans  and  specifications  for  a  new 
school  building  at  the  Depot  Village,  and  report  at  the  next  annual 
town  meeting.  Mr.  Fish,  on  his  own  request,  was  excused  from 
serving  and  Mr.  William  H.  Brainerd  was  appointed  a  member. 
An  appropriation  of  $500  was  made  for  the  committee's  use  in  secur- 
ing plans  and  estimates. 
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This  Building  Committee  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  Monday, 
April  2,  1900,  submitted  plans  and  estimates  for  remodeling  and  en- 
larging the  old  schoolhouse.  Also  two  plans  and  estimates  for  a 
new  building  of  ten  rooms,  and  two  plans  and  estimates  for  a  new 
twelve-room  building.  From  the  estimates  it  appeared  that  it  would 
cost  from  $18,000  to  $20,000  to  remodel  and  enlarge  the  old  school- 
house.  The  plans  and  estimates  showed  that  there  was  little  differ- 
ence in  cost  between  a  ten-room  and  a  twelve-room  building,  and 
that  the  difference  in  cost  of  a  brick  or  wooden  building  was,  under 
existing  prices  of  material,  about  $5,000.  Of  the  $500  appropri- 
ated the  committee  spent  for  plans  and  specifications,  and  all  other 
expenses,  only  $102.59. 

It  was  then  voted  to  build  a  new  ten  or  twelve-room  brick 
schoolhouse  in  the  Depot  Village  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $33,000. 

It  was  also  voted  to  leave  the  disposal  of  the  old  schoolhouse 
with  the  selectmen,  and  the  proceeds  so  far  as  might  be  necessary  to 
be  used  for  the  purchase  of  new  furniture  in  the  new  building. 

The  old  building  was  sold  for  $201,  thus  the  Building  Commit- 
tee had  at  its  disposal  to  erect  and  equip  a  new  schoolhouse  $33,201. 

It  was  further  voted  to  constitute  Messrs.  William  H.  Brainerd, 
Charles  E.  Fish,  Charles  L.  Holden,  Henry  G.  Loomis,  Homer  C. 
Strong,  Alfred  C.  Thompson,  and  the  Selectmen,  Messrs.  George 
M.  Atkins,  C.  H.  Hobbs  and  John  F.  Twiss,  a  Building  Committee 
to  carry  into  effect  the  vote  of  the  town,  respecting  the  building  of  a 
new  brick  schoolhouse  in  the  Depot  Village.  The  committee  organ- 
ized by  electing  Mr.  W.  H.  Brainerd,  chairman,  and  Mr.  A.  C. 
Thompson,  secretary. 

Plans  were  immediately  made  by  the  committee  to  begin  the  erec- 
tion of  a  new  twelve-room  brick  schoolhouse  on  the  site  of  the  old 
oue  as  soon  as  the  schools  were  closed  for  the  summer  vacation.  An 
architect  was  selected,  and  contracts  were  awarded  to  the  lowest 
bidder  in  each  case  for  the  erection  of  the  building,  heating  and  ven- 
tilating, and  plumbing.  The  old  schoolhouse,  which  had  been  sold 
by  the  selectmen,  was  moved  off  and  the  lot  was  cleared  for  the 
builders  about  the  first  of  July,  1900. 

The  new  building  was  ready  for  occupancy,  March  1,  1901. 
The  schools  were  moved  into  the  new  schoolhouse,  and  all  began 
there  March  7. 
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The  committee  has  done  everything  possible  to  make  the  building 
serviceable  in  all  respects.  Two  schoolrooms  were  furnished  through- 
out with  new  furniture.  The  old  furniture  was  renovated  and  placed 
in  the  other  rooms.  The  assembly  room  was  furnished  with  folding 
chairs  and  a  piano.  A  principal's  office  and  teachers'  room  were 
properly  furnished.  Clocks  were  put  on  the  walls  of  every  room. 
All  the  steam  pipes  were  covered.  A  floor  was  laid  in  the  attic  to 
save  fuel  in  heating.  A  storm  door  was  built  for  the  front  entrance. 
A  folding  steel  gate  was  also  placed  in  the  front  entrance.  Iron 
window  guards  were  put  onto  every  window  in  the  basement.  An 
expensive  job  of  grading  has  been  done  and  a  long  granite  bank  wall 
built  to  hold  the  grading  in  place.  All  of  the  walks  about  the  build- 
ing have  been  concreted,  and  concrete  laid  for  the  drip  from  the 
eaves.  Granite  curbstones  have  been  placed  on  both  Park  and 
School  streets.  Loam  has  been  placed  upon  the  lawn,  and  grass 
seed  sown,  and  many  other  things  have  been  done  to  add  utility  and 
beauty  to  the  new  schoolhouse. 

The  total  cost  of  the  building  and  all  of  the  extras  above  men- 
tioned is  $33,265.14.  All  bills  that  the  committee  has  knowledge 
of  have  been  paid  with  the  following  exception  :  When  the  con- 
tractor pronounced  the  building  completed  the  committee  refused  to 
accept  it  unconditionally  as  the  electric  wiring  had  not  been  done  in 
full  compliance  with  the  rules  and  requirements  of  the  New  England 
Insurance  Exchange  as  required  by  the  terms  of  the  contract.  The 
committee  ascertained  also  that  the  outside  walls  of  the  building  had 
not  been  properly  washed  down.  The  attention  of  the  architects  and 
contractor  was  called  to  these  matters.  An  understanding  was  en- 
tered into  between  the  contractor  and  committee  whereby  $200  of 
the  contract  price  was  to  be  retained  by  the  town  until  the  contractor 
had  seen  to  it  that  the  wiring  was  made  satisfactory  to  the  committee 
and  the  building  properly  washed  down.  The  contractor  has  not 
yet  attended  to  these  matters,  and  the  $200  is  still  retained  by  the 
town. 

The  committee  believes  that  the  town  of  Palmer  has  as  good  a 
school  building  as  any  town  in  the  state,  constructed  at  a  very  reason- 
able cost. 

This  report  was  accepted  by  the  Building  Committee,  February 
5,  1902,  and  is  respectfully  submitted  to  the  Town  of  Palmer.

The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  the  following  report : 

The  cases  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  reported  to  the 
board  during  the  past  twelve  months  have  been  less  than  half  the 
number  reported  the  previous  year. 

Scarlet  fever  leads  the  list  in  numbers  and  shows  that  from  one 
to  seven  cases  were  reported  each  month.  Yet  your  board  is  pleased 
to  report  only  one  death  from  this  cause. 

On  Sunday,  July  21st,  a  telegram  was  received  from  the  State 
Board  of  Health  of  Rhode  Island,  stating  that  a  Mrs.  Patnode  and 
two  children  of  Pawtucket  had  broken  quarantine  there,  and  were 
supposed  to  be  in  Three  Rivers.  They  were  found  in  the  home  of 
Mr.  Paulin  in  that  village,  the  two  children  suffering  from  smallpox. 
Strict  quarantine  was  enforced  and  before  it  was  removed  Mr.  Pau- 
lin's  illness  with  smallpox  was  reported  and  quarantine  maintained 
until  his  recovery,  September  14th.  Two  other  cases  in  the  town 
were  removed  to  the  pest  house,  where  they  were  cared  for  until  re- 
covery, when  they  were  released. 

Mr.  Paulin's  is  the  only  case  contracted  in  town — infection  com- 
ing from  the  Patnode  children,  who  were  staying  at  his  home — the 
other  cases  coming,  one  from  Pennsylvania  and  one  from  Canada. 

Owing  to  the  general  vaccination  in  the  several  villages  last 
year,  and  also  of  all  school  children  this  year,  the  board  feels  that 
the  town  is  well  fortified  against  an  epidemic  of  the  dread  disease. 

As  is  shown  by  the  Selectmen's  report  the  appropriation  has 
been  overdrawn,  but  the  town  will  be  largely  reimbursed  by  the 
State,  as  the  cases  cared  for  had  no  legal  settlement  here. 

Your  board  has  been  recently  notified  by  the  town  of  Stoneham, 
Mass.,  of  the  illness  with  smallpox  of  Lizzie  Merritt,  who  has  a 
legal  settlement  in  Palmer,  and  that  they  shall  look  to  this  town  for 
the  payment  of  all  reasonable  expenses  incurred  by  the  town  of  Stone- 
ham  in  the  care  and  aid  furnished  in  this  case.  This  bill  may 
amount  to  several  hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  the  coming  year, 
which  will  make  a  large  appropriation  necessary.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BACTERIOLOGIST. 

Springfield,  Mass.,  March  1,  1902. 

To  the  Board  of  Health,  Town  of  Palmer  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
endiDg  February  28,  1902. 

There  have  been  referred  to  me  for  examination  for  diphtheria 
during  the  past  year  eighteen  (18)  cases,  seventeen  (17)  of  which 
were  for  diagnosis  and  one  (1)  for  release.  Of  the  cases  for  diag- 
nosis 11  or  64  per  cent  of  the  total  number  did  not  prove  to  be  diph- 
theria, and  6  showed  diphtheria  bacilli.  This  large  proportion  of 
negative  cases  shows  the  advantage  of  this  method  of  diagnosis,  and 
its  general  use  in  all  cases  of  sore  throat  cannot  but  be  of  great  value 
in  locating  new  cases  of  this  disease. 

Cultures  for  release  have  been  regularly  submitted  and  these 
final  negative  cultures  contribute  positively  to  preveut  the  further 
spread  of  diphtheria.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTER  ON  SNOW  BY-LAW. 

The  committee  appointed  for  drafting  a  by-law  relative  to  the  re- 
moval of  snow  and  ice  from  sidewalks  in  the  town  of  Palmer  submit 
the  following  report  : 

A   BY-LAW  FOR  THE  REMOVAL  OF  SNOW  AND  ICE   FROM  SIDEWALKS. 

Section  1.  The  tenant,  occupant,  and  in  case  there  be  no  tenant, 
the  owner  or  person  having  the  care  of  any  estate  abutting  upon  any 
sidewalk  within  the  town  of  Palmer,  shall,  after  the  ceasing  to  fall 
of  any  snow  thereon,  within  twenty-four  hours,  cause  the  same  to 
be  removed  therefrom. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  any  snow  shall  be  collected  or  deposited  upon 
any  sidewalk  within  the  said  town  of  Palmer,  either  by  falling  from 
some  adjoining  building  or  by  drifting  upon  said  sidewalk,  the 
tenant,  occupant,  and  in  case  there  be  no  tenant,  the  owner  or  person 
having  charge  of  the  estate  abutting  upon  said  sidewalk,  shall, 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  any  snow  has  been  collected  or 
deposited  as  aforesaid,  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  therefrom. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  any  sidewalk  within  the  town  of  Palmer 
shall  be  encumbered  with  ice  or  sleet,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
tenaut,  occupant,  and  in  case  there  be  no  tenant,  the  owner  or  person 
having  the  care  of  the  estate  abutting  thereon,  to  cause  such  side- 
walk to  be  made  safe  and  convenient  for  travel,  by  removing  the  ice 
therefrom,  or  by  covering  the  same  with  sand  or  some  other  suitable 
substance,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  such  sidewalk  shall  have 
become  so  encumbered. 

Sec  4.  The  term  tk  sidewalk"  as  used  in  the  preceding  sections 
of  this  by-law,  shall  mean  any  sidewalk  laid  out  as  such  by  the  town 
or  fire  district,  and  any  walk  within  the  town  of  Palmer  which  is 
reserved  by  custom  for  the  use  of  pedestrians,  or  which  has  been 
specially  prepared  for  their  use.  It  shall  not  include  cross-walks, 
nor  shall  it  include  foot-paths  or  portions  of  public  ways  lying  out- 
side of  the  thickly-settled  parts  of  any  of  the  villages  of  ;he  said 
town  of  Palmer,  which  are  w-orn  only  by  travel  and  are  not  improved 
by  said  town  or  by  the  abutters  upon  said  public  ways. 

Sec.  5.  Whoever  shall  violate,  offend  against,  or  fail  to  comply 
with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  by-law,  shall  for  each  and  every 
offense  pay  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  be  prosecuted  for  any  offense  against 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  by-law,  unless  complaint  for  the  same 
shall  be  instituted  and  commenced  within  three  months  from  the  time 
of  commission  of  such  offense. 

Sec.  7.  The  constables  and  police  officers  of  the  town  of  Palmer 
are  especially  charged  to  enforce  this  by-law  and  to  see  that  its 
provisions  are  complied  with.

For  the  Year  Ending  March  1,  1902. 
The  year  just  closed  has  been  the  most  active  one  in  the  history 
of  the  Library,  the  statistical  record  of  its  work  being  as  follows  : —

This  amounts  to  an  average  weekly  circulation  of  nearly  312 
volumes,  aud  a  daily  average  of  53.  The  number  of  people  taking 
books  during  the  year  was  783,  this  not  including  the  numerous 
patrons  of  the  reading  room,  of  whom  no  record  is  kept,  but  there 
are  now  26  magazines  and  periodicals  on  file  there,  adapted  to  all 
ages,  and  all  give  evidence  of  thorough  use.  It  is  pleasant  to  note 
an  increasing  tendency  to  use  the  facilities  of  the  library  in  the  work 
of  the  schools,  and  any  suggestions  which  will  enlarge  its  usefulness 
in  this  line,  as  well  as  in  any  other,  are  gladly  welcomed.
